WASHINGTON, March 19.—In the Untl- 
ted Supreme Court an opinion was 
to-day in the case of the 
Waters-Pierce Oil Co., involving its right 
to do business in the State of Texas, con- 
trary to the provisions of the State anti- 
trust laws of 1889 and 1895. -It was charged 
among other things that the Waters-Pierce 
Company was a member of the Standard 
Oil Trust. as organized in 1882 and various 
other allegations were made, but the court 
d.d not enter upon a general discussion of 
trusts, contenting itself with a discussion 
of the Texas law as applicable to this case. 
The opinion sustained the dec-sions of tne 
State courts to the extent of affirm. ng them 
and was thus opposed to the contentions of 
the oil company, bul it did th's upon tne 
giound that the State laws imposed a con- 
dition which the oil company had accepted 
and hence was without ground of com- 
plaints,

The basis of the action was 
the Stanaard OF Trust, organized in 1882, 
and it was owned that its invention was to 
ontrol and monopo.ize the petroleum in- 
dustry of the United States in restriction 
of trade dividing the markets of the United 
States into various sub-divisions, awarding 
Texas to rhe Waters-Pierce Company. The 
decision of to-day was based upon, the prep- 
ositions which were submitted to the jury 
in the original trfal. Justice McKenna 
sald: 

“The transaction of local commerce which 
were held by the State courts-to be viola- 
tions of the statutes consisted in contracts 
with certain merchants by which the plain- 
tiff in error required them fo buy of it, ex- 
a.usively from it and from no other source, 
or buy exclusively from plaintiff in error 
and not to sell.to any person handling 
competing oils, or to buy exclusively: from 
plaintiff in error and to seil at a price fixed 
by it. The statutes,’’ he continued, ‘‘must 
be cons.dered in reference to these con- 
tracts. In any other aspect they are not 
subject to our review on this record except 
the power of the State Court to restrict 
their regulation to local commerce upon 
which a contention js raised.”

“The open door’ arrangement hag been 
concluded by the United States with Euro- 
pean powers, not with China,” he observed, 
“consequently the Empress Dowager can 
have nothing to say about it. As a mark of 
friendship for your country, the European 
powers agreed to respect, in the spheres 
of influence they had acquired, the trade 
rights granted by your treaties with the 
Chinese Empire. 

“That is the ‘open door’ arrangement 
which has been agreed to and China can 
not object to it.” 

Two weeks is fixed by the Administration 
as the limit of time when the notes rela- 
tive to the “open door’ arrangement, will 
be made public. It was reported that this 
government had succeeded in obtaining 
identical notes on the subject, but this is 
incorrect. Great Britain has agreed to the 
American provision provided the other na- 
tions complied with its provision, Russia 
has pointed to her action in opening Talbien- 
wan as an indication of what she prososes 
to do; Germany declares that Kiau-Chou 
is now open to the trade of the world and 
will remain s0, and France asserts that 
she does not recognize the term ‘‘sphere of 
influence.”’ Italy and Japan have expressed 
their approval of freedom of trade in 
China:

Rear Admiral Hichborn, chief naval con- 
structor, believes each of the vessels will 
have a total displacement of almost 15,- 
000 tons, a length of 485 feet and a beam of 
at least 75 feet. This increase is to pro- 
vide space for the proposed enormous 
armament, the engines in the ships, which 
must create sufficient power to drive the 
vessel at a speed of more than 19 knots, 
and the 2000 tons of coal which each ship 
must carry. 

Battleships of the Oregon class are 348 
feet long and have 69 feet 3 inches beam; 
the Iowa is 860 feet long and has a beam 
of 72 feet 2% inches; the Kearsarge and 
Kentucky are 368 feet long and have the 
same beam as the Iowa; the Illinois class 
is of the same dimensions and the battle- 
ships of the Maine class are 388 feet long 
and their beam the same. Necessity for 
lengthening the new vessels arises from 
unwillingness to increase the draught of 
the ships, which is fixed by the depth of 
water of the principal American harbors.

TYPHOID IN THE WEST END 


Health Officer Francis’ Figures Show 
an Increase in Cases So Far 
This Month. 


Typhoid fever has shown an increase dur- 
ing the first 17 days in March, for which 
the health autnoorities are at some loss to 
account. 

Sanitary Officer Francis says the peculiar 
feature of the situation is that the cases 
are confined almost exclusively to the West 
End section of the city, in which the epi- 


demic occurred last November. 

In this section the residents would be 
expected to take every precaution against 
disease. They boil or filter their water. 
their plumbing should be good and they 
have ample means to procure the best milk 
and ice. 

The record shows that up 
78 cases of the fever have 
In February there were 42 
January there were 67 cases. 

Of course the record is nothing hike that 
of November, when the cases numbered 
484. 

The typhoid fever record

THINKS IT IS LOSING MONEY. 


Board of Education Protests to All the 
Circuit Judges. 

The Boa d of Education at its next reg- 
ular meeting will take important action in 
reference to the disposition of cases brought 
against corporations charged with violating 
the law. requiring annual reports to the) 
Secretary of State. It is believed that the 
action of the Circuit Attorney in reference 
to these cases will be made the subject 
of a searching investigation. 

The law provides that corporations fall- 
ing to make an annual! report shall be pro- 
ceeded against in the civil court, The 
penaltv is a fine of from ®&% to $100 a day 
from the date set for the filing of the 
report until the case is disposed of by the 
court. The Board of Education, under the 
law. is entitled to one-fourth of all fines 
collected as a result of such proceedings. 
In a large number of cases it has been 
the practice of the Circuit Attorney to 
recommend the dismissal of the suit on pay- 
ment of costs and attorneys’ fees, The 
Board of Education believes that by reason 
of this procedure it is being deprived of a4 
large proportion of its revenue for the 
maintenance of the public schools. 

Judge R. E. Rombauer, attorney for the 
board, has written a letter to be sent to 
all of the Circuit Judges, advising against 
the dismissal of cases of the kind without 
a trial.

Little to Live For. 


MONEY AND FRIENDS ALL GONE. 


SEPARATED FROM HIS FAMILY 
HE GREW DESPONDENT. 


At One Time a Leading Resident of St. 
Clair County, and Subsequently 
a Citizen of St. Louis—Death 
Due to Morphine. 


With his money gone and separated from 
his family, Charles F.Hausmann, familiarly 
known as “ "Squire Hausmann, left St.Louis 
two months ago and went back to his old 
home at Libory, in St. Clair County. 
But he found it was a home to him no 
more. His spirit broken, he went to Belle- 
ville Saturday night. Sunday at noon his 
body was found. There was a bottle, con- 
taining a powder, beside the corpse. 

A long time ago “’Squire” Hausmann 
was the leading man of St. TAbory. He 
was a justice of the peace for many years, 
and came to be known to everybody as 
“"Squire.” He was the president of the 
school board. the village treasurer and at 
one time or another filled every office in 
the commumity to which his neighbors had 
the power of electing him.

Young of the 
National League and J. Karl Wagner, all 
of whom several days ago made similar 
Biatements and cast them over the entire 
country. 


The aforesaid member of the proposed 
American Association, who is the aaithority 
and who for years has always been found 
to be reliable, gives the following circuit: 
Boston, Philadeiphia, Baltimore, Washing- 
ton, in the East; and St. Louis and Chicagog, 
in the West, with the other two to be chos- 
en from these three: Indianapolis, Cleve- 
land and Louisville, inclining to Indianpap- 
Olis and Louisville. 

As to the backers, he says Conant, one 
of the Boston League team triumvirate.

THOMPSON COMES HERE TO TAKE 
HIS PUNISHMENT. 


HE MUST SERVE TWO YEARS. 


Former Collector for a St. Louis De- 
partment Store Arrives From Chi- 
cago and Is Placed in Jail. 


A. I. Thompson, a lawyer, was lodged in 
the St. Louts Jail Sunday night and will re- 
main there until the doors of the State 
prison open for him. A two years’ sentence 
on a charge of embezzlement is pending 
against him, 

Ynompson is an educated and intelligent 
man, and had he been inclined to escape 
his punishment he would not have found 
it difficult. He was brought from Chicago 
Sunday night by Marshal See of the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court. The crime for which 
he was convicted was the embezzlement of 
$289 from a well known St. Louls depart- 
ment store. He admits that he Is techni- 

cally guilty, but denies that there was any 
intent to profit by the transaction. 

Thompson declines to talk about hig case. 


He was born and educated in the North 
and he came to &t. Louis three years ag°. 
He was admitted to the bar several years 
before he came to St. Louis and when here 
he soon obtained a number of good clfents, 
among whom was the dry goods com- 
pany, He was their attorney and also haa 
charge of their collectione. 

While here he met and loved a St. Louis 
woman w in a little while pecame his 
wife. He had no bad hapits and was not 
extravagant, he says, but he made the col- 
lection out of which hig trouble grew, and 
when demand was made upon him for the 
money he could not produce it. He admii- 
ted that he had collected the money and 
that he would have to have a few days 
time to adjust the matter. He had other 
customers, but an enemy informed them 
of his trouble and this prevented him from 
obtaining relief from them. 

He stood his trial and was convicted. His 
punishment was fixed at two years in the 

enitentiary. The case was appealed to the 

upreme Court where, on March ’, the find- 
ing of the lower court was affirmed. 

“Had I intended to avoid my punishment 
I could easily have done so,” said Thomp- 
son to the Post-Dispatch Monday morning. 
“T was in Chicago where I have been ever 
since I was released on bond pending my 
appeal, I received a letter from my atrerney 
announcing the result and I saw that all 
my hopes for a reversal] had been in vain. 
I simply waited for the officers to do their 
duty. Two years seems a long time, but 
there is no hope now. I had left my address 
with the officiat here and had gone to 
Chicago where I had esta'blished myself in 
business, and was making a good living 
for myself and wife. It is on her accounf 
that 1 feel the most. She is now in Chicago 
sic I gave her every cent I had saved, 
and even were she well this wou!d not last 
her until I get out.
